Miss Parsons then sent a little hoy wilh them, and lie soon 
returned, and repot ted that he had left little Maiy in the 


street, and Miss P. thought no more of it. 
Mrs Greenough testified, that site saw Mrs Child and 
the two children passing through Tileston street, and 
heard the child screeching, and also heard Mis Child say 
to her—“ You shall go into the back door. 
I he child re­ 
plied—“ I dont want to go into a back door— isn’t there a 
front door V' 
Mrs Child said— “ You must go in, and 
you s h a l l stay two or three days, when 1 will come and 


see yon. 
You slmll go into the back door.” 
Thomas Crosby testified, that when the officer was con­ 
veying Mrs Child to jail, on Wednesday evening, a sailor 
asked his companion what she had been doing— the latter 
replied, that she was accused of stealing a child. 
The 
first one then said— ” 1 saw her this morning on Charles­ 
town Bridge, with a little girl dressed up in light clothes.” 


—The child was crying. 
Constables Fierce, Ellis, and Holden, and other persons, 


testified to declarations made by Mrs Child when inquired 
of respecting the missing child. 
She told Mr Pieice, that 
the girl, when she first under to« k to show her where her 
mother lived, led her all over the city, and up as far «vs 
My i tie street. 
Mr Pierce thought this a very strange 
statement, as she was not absent from the school more 
than fifteen minutes. 
She said, that when she went out 
the second time, she still refused to shew where her mother 


lived, and she then left her at the corner of M oon street. 
Mr Ellis testified, that Mis Child told him, that she left 
the child in a street, but could not tell what street. 
Mr Holden testified, that she said the child ran away 


from her. 
The little boy w ho accompanied them, said the three 
went into Prince street ; that Mrs Child told the girl th«q 
if site did not find the handkerchief«, and bring iliem 
back the next morning, she should lie 
put 
in jail ; 
that Mrs Child then went home, and the girl told him she 
would find the girl that had the handkerchiefs, and return 
them to Mrs Child. 
He left her going down Prince 
street. 
This witness was deemed too young to he sworn, 
ilis testimony conflicts with Mrs Child’s declaration, 
that she left the child in M oon street. lie was only six 


years of age. 
A girl aged nine years, testified, th.it she saw Mary 
Martin on Tuesday morning, in Hanover street, and spoke 


to her. 
Upon the strength of the testimony of the two last wit- 
ner.se*, Mr Draper claimed the discharge of Mrs Child ; 
hut Mr Park obtained a continuance for the purpose of 
p ro c u rin g live testimony o f the s a ilo r, w h o s a id he saw 
Mrs Child leading a child over Charlestown Bridge. She 
was accordingly required to recognize in the sum of $200, 
for her appearance on Monday next, for further examina­
